Subject: Mrs. Rische Timerman’ s Request for 

a Meeting with Mrs. Carter 


Mrs. Rische Timerman, the wife of detained 
Argentine newspaper editor and publisher Jacobo 
Timerman, wishes to meet with Mrs. Carter to dis- 
cuss her husband's case. Jacobo Timerman' s con- 
tinued arbitrary detention is a particularly fla- 
grant human rights violation which in some ways has 
become a symbol of the Argentine human rights sit- 
uation. We believe a meeting with Mrs. Carter would 
be“ helpful in promoting overall U.S. human rights 
policy objectives but could further complicate the 
prospects for Mr. Timerman' s early release. Mrs. 
Timerman is prepared to take this risk. We there- 
fore recommend that Mrs. Carter agree to receive 
Mrs. Timerman. 

The attached paper provides background infor- 
mation and suggested talking points that emphasize 
our deep concern for Mr. Timerman and our determin- 
ation to continue urging the Argentines to release 
him from house arrest and permit him to leave the 
country .
